._ S.O. 933(E).^ Wherea^ the Central Government vide Order No. S.0.88(E) dated 17 th 

January, 2012 (hereinafter referred to as the Principal Order) issued under the provision of section 
3 of the Jute Packaging Materials (Compulsory Use in Packing Commodities) Act, 1987 
(hereinafter referred to as the JPM Act) reserved foodgrain and sugar for 100 percent packaging 
in jute packaging material for the jute year 2011-12. 

And, whereas, under the provisions of Section 16(1) of the JPM Act, the Central 
Government, if it is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do in the public interest, 
may exempt any person or class of persons, supplying or distributing any commodity or class of 
commodities, from the operation of an order made under Section 3 of the Act
